The Sierra Madre City Council Tuesday night cleared away 
the final item of business holding up the city’s first off-street 
parking district. 

The Council, upon the recommendation of City Attorney 
T. Guy Cornyn and City Treasurer C. J. Pegler, acecpted the low 

bid from Gross, Rogers & Co. of 
Los Angeles for $39,568 37 in 
bonds for the parking district. 

The L A. concern offered to 
lend the money at 4.25 per cent 
interest annually. Next lowest 
offer was 4.49 per cent. 

City Administrator Lawrence 
C. Bevington estimated today 
that construction would begin 
within two months and that 
the lots would be completed 
within three months. 

The parking lots will be at 
the corner of Baldwin and Mon- 
tecito, at Baldwin and Suffolk 
and at Auburn behind the City 
Hall.

The fatal fall of a Sierra Madre boy in Sierra Madre Canyon 
this week brought urgent reiteration by police and rescue patrol 
members of warnings to parents against allowing youngsters to 
roam the canyons unescorted. 

Pointing out that accidents to boys in the canyons occur 
almost every week, authorities 
said most of them are due to 
the youths’ unfamiliarity with 
the trails and with the dangers 
of the sleep cliffs and over¬ 
hangs. 

They urged that parents, es¬ 
pecially those new to the area, 
see that their children become 
acquainted with the mountain 
(tails and with the perils that 
result from straying off them. 

Last Sunday, 9-year-old Greg¬ 
ory Sadler, son of Mr. and Mrs. 

Stewart Sadler of 100 Colony 
Drive, fell to his death near 
Sturdevant Falls. He had gone 
on a hiking trip into the can¬ 
yon with Frank Graham, 9, of 
250 M onto Vista Lane, and 
Raymond Ramos, 11, of 37 
Hacienda Drive, Arcadia.

Meantime, the rescue patrol, 
with the aid of ropes, rescued 
the Ramos boy from the ledge 
on which he was stranded after 
half an hour of maneuvering.

Chilton McPheeters. Interment 
was in Live Oak Cemetery. 

He is survived by his par¬ 
ents, a brother, Jeffrey Clay 
Sadler, 14; a paternal grand¬ 
parent, Mrs. Mabel V. Earle, of 
Oakland, and his maternal 
grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. T.

An Investment in Your Heart tAc 


Most people, I imagine, must 
get a little weary at this time 
of the year from dipping into 
their pocketbooks to help out 
a seemingly endless parade of 
solicitors for charitable organi¬ 
zations 

It seems that the more medi¬ 
cal science discovers about hu¬ 
man ailments, the greater the 
number of volunteer workers 
who ring our doorbells seeking 
funds. 

At the present time, another 
campaign is in progress — the 
most important one of all be¬ 
cause it concerns your heart. 
In Sierra Madre, furthermore, 
the Heart Fund drive is being 
done strictly by telephone. You 
won’t be bothered by a buzzing 
doorbell. 

The Heart Fund drive is the 
most important of all because: 

1. About 800,000 people will 
die this year of heart disease, 
a figure that equals about 52 
per cent of all deaths in the 
United States. 

2. More children under 10 
will die of heart disease this 
year than from all other so- 
called children’s diseases com¬ 
bined. 

3. Working men and women 
will lose 1U billion man hours 
this year because of heart di¬ 
seases. 

Heart research urgently 


needs funds because arterios¬ 
clerosis, a form of hardening 
of the arteries, and hyperten¬ 
sion, abnormally increased 
blood pressure, cause 90 per 
cent of all death from heart 
disease. 

And their causes are still un¬ 
known. 

Your heart fund contribution 
is an investment in your fu¬ 
ture. It’s a small price to pay 
for the best heart insurance 
you can buy. 

The campaign here, as else¬ 
where, fortunately is doing 
well this year, probably be¬ 
cause President Eisenhower’s 
recent illness dramatized the 
disease more effectively than 
could have the combined la¬ 
bors of 1,000 advertising agen¬ 
cies. 

But much still remains to be 
done and a great deal of re¬ 
search will be needed before 
the causes of the nation’s 
Number One killer are discov¬ 
ered.

Did a “foreign” student ring 
your doorbell last week? Did 
he say that if he got enough 
magazine subscriptions he 
“could stay in this country to 
finish his schooling”? And that 
he “hoped to go to UCLA”? 

Alas, this may be a good 
gimmick to get in your door, 
but a harsh and harmful mis¬ 
representation of the foreign 
students here who, first, must 
have adequate funds for school¬ 
ing and, second, must already 
be accepted by an accredited 
college before they can enter 
the U.S. 

Also, a foreign student can¬ 
not work here until his first 
school year is completed with 
good grades, and then only 20 
hours per week in work ap¬ 
proved both by immigration 
and school officials. 

Our city officials here can 
only register such door-to-door 
canvassers and license them if 
required. They can’t follow 
them around to hear what they 
say. But the householder can 
ask to see certificate of entry 
and student identification. 

And if you are really inter¬ 
ested, that particular group of 
young magazine sellers was all 
bona fide U.S. citizenry. 


For some, even the basic 
economic facts of life seem¬ 
ingly are best ignored. But, 
when they have public plat¬ 
form in the columns of your 
newspaper, then it is time for 
some sort of rebuttal. 

I am referring to a column 
a few weeks past in The News 
written by Shippey. I do not 
know Shippey. I only at infre¬ 
quent times even bother to 
read, in my opinion, the junk 
that he probably calls “copy 
material.” 

But, after reading his writ¬ 
ings on the recent grant of a 
large sum of money to educa¬ 
tional institutions by the Ford 
Foundation, I turned away 
with more disgust than usual.

ington to work with local offi¬ 
cials in making Foothill cities 
as safe as possible from flood 
damage. 

At present the Corps of Engi¬ 
neers is working on a long- 
range flood control program in 
the San Gabriel Valley which 
we hope to have completed as 
rapidly as possible. 

I have also requested an ad- 
diitonal appropriation of $1,- 
750,000 for the U.S. Forest Serv¬ 
ice’s fire prevention program 
in the four Southern California 
forests. We have learned that 
an effective fire prevention 
program not only reduces our 
fire losses but also helps flood 
prevention. 

Again, may I say thanks to 
the people of Sierra Madre for 
the magnificent cooperation 
and encouragement they have 
given my efforts to secure 
these projects.

More Gas Fuel Into Area

Southern California Edison Co. has filed two complaints with 
the California Public Utilities Commission in Los Angeles, urging 
that action be taken to bring more gas fuel into this area and 
to assure a fair distribution of gas among companies and 
municipalities using it as fuel in steam electric generating 
stations. 

One complaint requested that 
the state commission direct the 
gas companies to provide “ex- 
change service” for Edison. 

This would mean Edison could 
turn over to the gas companies 
any supplies of gas it might 
acquire in the oil and gas 
fields and receive in exchange 
an equal supply of gas to be 
delivered where it is most 
needed. 

In its second complaint, Edi¬ 
son requests a revision of ex¬ 
isting priorities in order to per¬ 
mit it to purchase its fair share 
of the gas fuel available for 
steam electric generation in 
Southern California. 

However, the company

stressed that it had no desire 
to take gas away from other 
industrial customers who might 
then have to burn fuel oil. 

"Combustion in our plants 
is as near perfect as science 
can make it,” a company state¬ 
ment points out. "We recognize 
that to burn gas in our plants 
and make others burn oil in 
less well-designed plants might 
increase the smog hazard.” 

An important factor in this 
complaint, it was declared, is 
Edison’s desire to cooperate 
with the Air Pollution Control 
District, which has requested 
that it use gas, isofar as pos¬ 
sible, as fuel in its steam elec¬ 
tric plants.

SMALL BUSINESSMEN 

whose operations were crippled

The committee, of which I 
am a member, voted to report 
II. R. 7871, providing authority 
for an additional $50,000,000 of 
disaster loans through the 
Small Business Administration. 

This would give SBA $75,000,- 
000 for disaster loans; $150,000- - n ® 

000 for regular small business 
loans. 

It was the committee’s first 
order of business as Congress 
reconvened. The recommenda¬ 
tion goes to the House Floor 
this week.

My bill (H. J. Res. 197) would 
make peddling a federal of¬ 
fense ranging from five years 
to life imprisonment for first 
offenders. After the first of¬ 
fense probations and suspend¬ 
ed sentences would be impos¬ 
sible. The bill would increase 
enforcement by transferring 
the policing from the Treasury 
Department to the Department 
of Justice and the FBI. 

We are pressing for an early 
hearing on the bill by the 
House Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee. The earlier the better. 

The Senate also has aimed 
several bills at the throats of 
the peddlers. Sen. Price Daniel 
(D. Tex.), whose subcommittee 
investigations in Los Angeles I 
attended last fall, unearthed 
new evidence to confirm the 
alarming increase in dope traf¬ 
fic. Daniel has promised action 
in the Senate within 60 days.

There are countless menus to help today’s homemaker in planning 
Lenten meals, but the aftermath of cleaning up the sticky residue of 
cream sauces, cheese and egg dishes is still a problem. And who 
enjoys the aroma of last night’s fish in the house. 

Like all housekeeping chores, the clean-up task is lightened by good 
organization and know-how. .... 

The casserole dish that goes from oven to table is a boon to meal¬ 
making, but it can be difficult to clean. Be sure to grease all casseroles 
well, and be careful not to let them bake too much lest the food burn 
’round the edges. Immediately the meal is over, whisk them to the 
kitchen, remove the left-overs and fill the dish with cool, eudsy water.

When it s time to 
clean up, use a stiff vegetable brush laden with suds to scrub away 
stubborn stuck-on food. Steel wool will do the finishing job on 
scorched foods or flame soot. 

Develop your technique on the clean-up as well as meal planning, 
and Lenten meals won’t ever be a burden to you.
